Fill j thousand copies uf the story of 
"The Waeo -Horror" have just been 
distributed hj tha National As»ocia- 
liim fur the Advaneotneut of Colored 
People through iti official organ, the 
Cri«ii, and u s result a campaign fur 
ah anti-lynching fund of ton thousand 
dollars Ims been launshed. Immediate- 
ly upon Bearing the details of this 
American, atrocity, which far barbsj- 
it.v surpessri anything charged against 
the Gcrint.ni in Belgium, Judge Moor- 
field Storey, National President ef the 
Association, and formerly president of 
the American Bar Association, and Mr, 
Philip Q. Penbody, both of Boston, each 
offered to contribute f.1,000 toward such 
a fond on condition that the remaining 
13,000 be railed hi August 1. 

The I*. A. A. O. P.' sent a special 
investigator from National, headquarters 
.at 70 Fifth Avenue. New York, who 
commenced gathering evidence in Waco, 
Trxaa, where burning eeearredy within 
forty-eight hour* after the lynching. 
Inasmuch, as Aftecn thousand people 
had sanctioned dho affair by their prei' 
•nee and dooeu of picture*' were tak- 
en, there we» do difficulty in ascertain- 
ing the namea aud addresaee of the 
ringleader* and tha failure of both the 
judge and sheriff to make the allghteat 
effort to protect their prisoner. The 
Association, is bonding every effort to 
"tecurt a distinguished Teiaa lawyer 
with courage enough to bring the eaaa 
against theaa murderers into court. 

Politics, the investigator found, was 
at the bottom of tha affair. Sam Flem- 
ing, the sheriff, 'a •<•• for r election at 
Ibe Demoeratio primary In July. Hie 
opponent, Buchanan,' though illiterate, 
haft "three dead niggers to his credit," 
and if-tberefore wry popular. Unless 
he i» to po back to selling buggies and 
cultivator* for the hardware store. Ham 
needed a lynching to increase hie popu- 
larity. Thn murder of Mrs. Fryer on 
Monday, May S, came just at the right 



'Jcase Washington, a, -culoreil boy uf 
seventeen, confessed to both murdcT 
and rape. His trjal waa set for Mon 
day. May 15. The crowd began gather 
ing-'from the surrounding country on 
Sunday. When court opened, 1,500 
crowded into the room, inside the rail, 
about the judge's desk and jury-box; 
and E,000 more Hailed in the court 
yard. 

Tha Biatrial Judge of the Criminal 
Court, H. I. Munroe, elbowed hit way ti 
bis deal, and the boy was brough 
from his 'chambers where he had beei 
accreted since tho sheriff brought him 
from Dallas in the middle of tho night. 
As the jurors wire called, the croivt 
yelled, "We don't need any jury! ' 
but the trial was allowed to bo hurried 
through. The jury brought in a 
diet of guilty of murder and assessed 
hii punishment aa denth. The defend 
ant had waived hia legal rights, and 
would have been hanged that Barm 
temoon. . There waa a pause of a 
minute. The court stenographer slipped 
out with hie records. Sheriff Fleming 
sneaked out, too. 

Then a big fellow in the back of th 
court room yelled, "Get tho nigger!' 
They took t.iin before' the court, had 
pronounced judgment without 
judge lifting a finger in protest. Down 
the back stairs they rushed him to the 
crowd waiting outside. They put the 
chain in Ins mouth so that be wouldi 
choke too soon, and then tho^e lugging 
at it broke it, the driver of the Anhcus. 
er Brewery truck who led the rabble, 
It sJMA hie own wrist rather 
the boy ah 
die too soon. . Many had come- a long 
way to attend this party and they 
didn't want it to end in a minute. 
Everybody was happy; they shouted 
and sang like n bunch of fans at a ball 
game, according to n Waco paper,.

hands, which .they did, and i 
claimed that- the officers fired on 
while their bands werr, up, woui 
both of the Black boys and killing 
their romphiiiun. By that time the 
policemen were elose enough to allow 
a hand to hand combat, and were 
overcome by the prisoners, who, dur- 
ing the straggle, .it is suppoled, killed 
the officers,' being severely wounded 
themselves. They were subsequently 
arrested, convicted of murder 
flrat degree and sentenced fo be) hung 
on July 11, laid. i 

A representative ' of the Argus 
made an investigation, and' found the 
people at St. Cltarlen jiot no bitter In 
their feeling toward the condemned 
men, and many said they would be 
willing to sign a petition fo have their 
sentences communed to life imprison-

Men are measured by their deed*, 
not by thoir wot da. A rutin's real at- 
titude toward- anything is determined 
very largely from what be baa done with 
referenee thereto in times prior to the 
period when It is to his personal in- 
terest to appear favorable ' toward it. 
Therefore, words said In the light of 
an approaching election at which "a 
candidate seeks the vote* of the people' 
are not to bo given the weight or 
credibility attached to his acts and 
sayings in relation thereto covering a 
number of yean before. 

Unfortunate as it is, one of tbe most 
vital questions which the Negro voter 
In this country must consider is wheth- 
er or not the mbn seeking the benefit 
of his suffrage is a safe man to in- 
trust with bis (the Negro's) interest* 
and liberty. Will he be fair! Will he 
favor discrimination and Injustice to- 
wards the black man because of hi* 
eolorl These aro the questions which 
the Negro voter asks himself in addi- 
tion to those which his white brother 
has U. ask, and their determination in 
a sense favorable to himself will nearly 
always determine how tho Negro will 
vote or for whom. This is as it should 
be and is simply following the old law 
of self-defense. In determining these 
questions the Negro should know, and 
doe* not iisk that a man be a special 
friend to his race. All ho can ask is 
that those who seek his vote are broad- 
gauged, fair-minded men, In sympathy 
with and just to all human beings and 
is iu full accord with the spirit of de- 
rhoeraey and fair-play ns set forth in 
the fundamental -laws and principles of 
our great country.

THE LYNCHING REOOBD FOB THE 
FIBST SIX MONTHS OP 1»16 

According to the record kept by the 
Division of Beeords and Be*earch ol 
the Toakegee Institute' there have been 
during the first .ail month* of the year 
2D lynchings. Thia is. It less than t he 
number, 34, for the same period Inst 
ye»r. .Ol those lynched 23 were Negroes 
and S were whites. In .the first six 
months nf 1815 there were 21 negroee 
and 10 whites lynched. 

Five, or one-fifth of those put to 
death, were charged with rape. Other 
causes of lynching* were, slapping a 
boy, brushing against a girl on the 
street, insult, charged with attempting 
to assist son accused of murder to escape, 
robbing store, killing officer* of the law, 
in].] murder. Bight or atmoat one-third 
of the total lynchings- occurred in the 
state nf Georgia.

FIGHTING MITCHELL TASKS HIS HOLS. 

.Wording [« «n account that ni>|>eared in The Ili.-hmotid I'lanet, 
John Mitchell. Jr., who is editor, and is known u '■ Kighting 
Mitchell" has c.wardly withdraw?! his charges againsl the Police 
officers who, as he put it, ".lUtragemwly treated him" when he was 
arrested Home time ago. 

In his letters to the I'olice commissioners, Mitchell states that at 
the earnem aolici tuition of many white friends, he decided to with- 
draw the charges. against the arcused officers and vindicating them of 
any wrong. 

The Police i'oinuiussi..ners at their Hrat meetimr refused to dismiss 
the charges against the officers, ami it waa only after Editor Mitchell 
came before, them ami 0«*r**d and put up a pitiful tale when the 
charges droppe.j Thus uere the officers vindi-oted and liceoaed to 
do the same thing agahi. 

We rr,irr*t very ttiueh lhat a man of Mr. Mitchells- stsndiag as 
an editor wd ( banker were forced or volunteered lo rake such a 
eitum,- undorthe oi re u instance*. Such actions on the part o( the lead- 
inn men of the me* revive -the time-worn stAt.iientTthat the most 
intelligent among « ItauoJ I* insulted.

and, to live under it, he must, acquiesce in "Jim Crow" cars, dis- 
frnrichiseoient, segregation, and shut his eyes against , the. light of 
the flames by whieli lynchers a.rc consuming some Negro alive, right 
in nearby surroii tidings. 

Will Prof. Hoton explain? Dare he explain* If he dare not 
Ihen it shows how thick is the black cloud which overhangs the 
Negro in this country and how easy it is to corrupt the slrongeat 
intellect and pnllute il with Ihe race feelings that have cursed some 
of the American people for hundreds of years.

Thla epistle Is probably one of the 
earliest Ot Paul's letters (A. D. 50-53 ">.

Driven from Berea, Paul goes to Ath- 
ens and later to Corinth, while Tim- 
othy returns to Thessslonlca and car- 
ries a report to Paul, at Corinth. 
Whereupon. perbapi within alz 
mouths, Paul writes his epistle. A
